Founder's Nephew Says He Op-

Dean  Willilam MeCOlellan, rather
than the University of Pennsylvania
truatees, is blamed for conditions in
the Wharton ®chool by Wharton
Barker, nephew of Joseph Wharton,
founder of the schqgol.

Mr. Barker, who is a trustee of the
University, wsaid this afternoon that
Dean McClellap was not o competent
man for hix position, and ndmitted that
he had opposed his ve-election after his
first year as head of the school.

Agreement with the statement of his
cousin, Mrs. Harrison 8. Morris, n
duughter of Joseph Wharton, that the
school is losing its standing was ex-
pressed by Mr, Barker. Mrs. Morris
and her husband have just presented s
scathing statement of conditions at the
University, in which they charged that
the school is “‘drying up.”'

*“In wy opinios,’’ said Mr. Barker
today, ‘‘if the work is to be done in
accordance with the remarkable declara -
tion of Joseph Wharton in the deed of
trust and endowment, the professors
must be given ‘absolute freedom of in-
vestigation and publieation of resuits

Call them on the telephone, if you
like—it is quicker, though no more sat-
isfactory than going round on foot from
office to office—and propound the syme
fquestion.

The invariable answer is, *‘Sorry, but
we haven't had o house to rent for
weeks."'! Hometimes a sympathetic real
estate man adds, ‘*Wish we had,"

Unless the Tnquirer is in most mar-
velous good luek, he can spend some
bours phoning round amnd not have
one. nibble to his suxious query. He
may be offersd a lurge and expensive
house ; or he may be offered a small and
cheap house i an alley, If he be very
viek or very poor there is hope for
lhim. But if ke is the ordinary eiti-

PROSECUTION IS SCORED

A drawatie reforenee to the first Good
Friday when the Saviour was erucified

The referenco came as o ®limux to
an impassioned argument for his client,
during which Mr. Gray accused Mrs.
Harriet R. Joyce of testifying fnlsely
and acraigned the prosecuting attorney
for his conduct of the case,

Wheeler is being tried for the nlleged
embezzlement of $48,300 from the estote
of John Joyes, Jr, The procecdings
are in Quorter Sessions Court, City
Hall, Dbefore Judge Johunson. Mrs,
Joyee was the principnl witness,

Recalls Crucifixion

“This is Good Friday,”" Mr, Gray re-
minded the jury, “‘and it recalls the
trial many centuries ago of One who
wis not enly human but divine and who |
paid the penalty for an offense charged
against Him. The fact that it was
decided against Him did not make Him
guilty. He sat as thix defendunt sits
and offered no reply. It was probably
better for us that it happencd that
way, but it was not justice,'

Opinion on Evidence

The mere {act that no evidence was
